Deed  of  Gift  of  the  Original  Endowment  of  the 
Salmagundi  Artists’  Fund 


I,  AARON  NAUMBURG,  of  the  City  and  State  of  New 
York,  do  hereby  grant,  assign  and  release  to  the  Salmagundi 
Club  of  the  City  of  New  York,  ten  thousand  ($10,000)  dollars 
in  the  following  securities:  Ten  (10)  one  thousand  dollar 
($10,000)  per  cent,  gold  notes  of  the  Fourth  Liberty  Loan, 
numbers  1123G05-1123G11,  2300110,  2300111,  2300122, 

delivered  herewith,  to  have  and  to  hold  upon  the  Trust 
herein  prescribed. 

To  hold  the  same  as  a  separate  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
“Salmagundi  Artists’  Fund”  endowed  by  Air.  Aaron  Naum- 
burg,  for  the  benefit  of  artists  and  to  accept  from  time  to 
time  any  additions  thereto  and  to  invest  and  reinvest  the 
same. 

To  apply  the  income  thereof  as  herein  stated  under  direc¬ 
tion  of  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  President,  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents  and  all  living  ex-Presidents  who  are  at  the  time  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Salmagundi  Club,  three  of  said  Committee  to 
constitute  a  quorum,  such  Committee  to  have  the  custody 
of  the  securities  and  moneys  constituting  the  Trust  Fund 
and  to  be  authorized  to  make  necessary  disbursements  for 
safekeeping  thereof  and  the  expenses  of  administration  of 
the  income  thereof. 

Such  Committee  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  extend 
needed  financial  aid  in  its  discretion  to  any  artist  for  the 
purpose  of  professional  advancement  or  in  case  of  need. 

Such  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer  from  among 
its  membership  who  shall  account  and  report  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and,  when  requested,  to  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Salmagundi  Club,  but  otherwise  no  information  shall 
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be  extended  as  to  the  persons  receiving  aid  or  the  amount 
thereof. 

In  case  the  Salmagundi  Club  shall  cease  to  exist,  the  prin¬ 
cipal  and  any  balances  on  hand  are  to  be  turned  over  to 
and  become  part  of  the  benevolent  funds  of  the  Artists’  Fund 
or  Artists’  Aid  Society,  or  both,  and  to  be  known  as  the 
“Salmagundi  Artists’  Fund,”  or  in  case  both  of  these  societies 
shall  cease  to  exist  then  the  same  shall  go  to  the  National 
Academy  of  Design  of  the  City  of  New  York  or  its  successors 
for  the  same  purpose,  and  to  be  known  under  the  same  name. 

The  Trust  hereby  created  may  be  revoked  at  any  time 
upon  the  written  consent  of  both  parties.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I 
Title 

Section  1.  The  title  of  the  Club  shall  be  the  “Salma¬ 
gundi  Club.” 

Object 

Section  2.  The  object  of  the  Club  shall  be  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  Art,  by  means  of  social  intercourse  between 
Artists  and  those  interested  in  the  Arts. 

Membership 

Section  3.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  Painters, 
Sculptors,  Architects,  Engravers,  Illustrators,  Musi¬ 
cians,  Authors,  and  Amateurs  of  Art,  none  of  whom 
shall  be  under  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

Definition  of  Artist 

Section  4.  This  Club  recognizes  as  an  Artist  one  who 
practices  any  of  the  Fine  Arts  or  their  branches,  Archi¬ 
tecture,  Sculpture,  Painting,  Illustrating,  or  Engraving, 
and  whose  work  has  been  accepted  in  any  reputable 
fine-art  institution. 
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ARTICLE  II 

Officers 

Election 

Section  1.  The  Officers  of  the  Club  shall  be  a  President, 
a  First  and  a  Second  Vice-President,  a  Corresponding 
Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  a 
Librarian,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Club  and  shall  assume  office  on  the 
first  day  of  May  following.  Any  vacancy  in  office 
shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

President 

Section  2.  The  President  of  the  Club  shall  be  an 
Artist.  He  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club. 
In  case  of  an  equal  division  on  any  question  he  shall 
have  a  casting  vote.  He  shall  annually,  in  a  written 
report,  give  an  account  of  the  condition  of  the  Club. 
He  shall  be  ex  officio  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  a  member  of  all  committees. 

Jury  of  Aivard.  —  He  shall  appoint,  within  two 
weeks  after  he  assumes  office  in  May,  a  Jury  of  eight 
artist  members  who  shall  award  such  prizes  as  are 
given  annually  in  the  Club’s  exhibitions;  and  no 
member  of  this  Jury  shall  be  eligible  for  a  prize  or  be 
considered  in  the  competition  therefor. 

Vice-Presidents 

Section  3.  The  First  Vice-President  shall  be  an  Artist, 
and  the  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  a  layman.  The 
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former  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  President  in 
his  absence,  and  the  latter  in  the  absence  of  both  the 
others. 

Corresponding  Secretary 

Section  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  receive 
and  answer  all  communications,  notify  members 
of  their  election,  and  sign  all  notices  issued  by  the 
Club. 

Recording  Secretary 

Section  5.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  faith¬ 
ful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Club  and  the  roll  of 
members. 

Treasurer 

Section  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  disburse  the 
funds  (except  in  the  case  of  the  Library  Committee, 
which  shall  elect  its  own  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  and 
disburse  the  Library  Fund).  He  shall  furnish  a  printed 
report  at  every  Annual  Meeting,  and  oftener  if  re¬ 
quired,  on  the  state  of  the  funds.  His  accounts  shall 
be  audited  twice  a  year  by  a  committee  of  three, 
appointed  by  the  President  at  any  meeting. 

Librarian 

Section  7.  The  Librarian  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Library  Committee,  have  charge  of  the  books, 
prints,  manuscripts,  and  other  literary  effects  of  the 
Club. 
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ARTICLE  III 

Committees 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee, 
Committee  on  Admissions,  Art  Committee,  House  Com¬ 
mittee,  Entertainment  Committee,  Library  Committee, 
Committee  of  Curators,  and  Finance  Committee. 
The  Chairman  of  each  of  the  said  Committees,  except 
the  Executive  and  Finance  Committees,  shall  be 
elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Club,  and  all 
business  of  such  Committees  shall  be  done  through 
their  respective  Chairmen. 

Executive  Committee 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of 
the  President,  the  First  and  Second  Vice-Presidents, 
the  Treasurer,  the  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secre¬ 
taries,  and  the  Chairmen  of  Committees  mentioned  in 
Section  I  of  this  Article.  The  Executive  Committee 
shall  be  ex  officio  the  Directors  and  Managers  of  the 
Club.  They  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  affairs, 
funds,  and  property  of  the  Club.  There  shall  always 
be  a  majority  of  artists  on  the  Executive  Committee. 
Any  sum  greater  than  fifty  dollars  shall  be  expended 
only  by  their  direction;  this  rule,  however,  shall  not 
apply  to  the  House  Committee,  except  as  provided  for 
in  Section  9  of  Article  II  of  the  By-Laws.  They  may 
remit  the  dues  of  any  member  for  such  cause  and  for 
such  time  as  they  may  deem  proper.  They  shall  re¬ 
port  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 
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ARTICLE  IV 
Membership 

Section  1.  No  new  resident  lay  members  shall  be 
elected  until  the  number  of  resilient  artist  members 
shall  exceed  by  twenty-five  the  number  of  resident  lay 
members,  including  those  then  elected. 

ARTICLE  V 
Amendments 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular 
meeting,  but  the  quorum  necessary  for  that  purpose 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  forty  members,  and  such 
proposed  amendments  must  be  offered  and  posted  at  a 
previous  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  I 

Meetings 
Annual  Meeting 

Section  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Club  for  the 
election  of  officers  and  directors  and  for  the  transaction 
of  other  business  shall  be  held  on  the  evening  of  the 
first  Friday  in  March.  A  majority  of  the  members 
present  shall  be  necessary  to  elect. 

Section  2.  Nominating  Committee. — At  the  regular 
meeting  on  the  first  Friday  in  January  a  Nominating 
Committee  shall  be  elected  as  follows:  Each  member 
shall  write  the  names  of  seven  members  on  a  ballot. 
The  ballots  shall  be  counted,  and  the  seven  names 
receiving  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  form  the 
Nominating  Committee.  The  said  Committee  shall 
meet  as  soon  as  possible,  and  shall,  before  the  first 
Friday  in  February,  post  a  list  of  the  names  of  mem¬ 
bers  selected  by  them  to  be  voted  on  as  officers  of  the 
Club  at  the  ensuing  annual  election.  This  By-Law 
shall  in  no  way  prevent  the  consideration  or  election  of 
candidates  otherwise  nominated. 

Monthly  Meeting 

Section  3.  The  monthly  meeting  for  election  of  mem¬ 
bers  and  other  business  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Friday 
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of  each  month,  except  July,  August,  and  September, 
at  8.30  p.m. 

Section  4.  Order  of  Business. — The  order  of  business 
shall  be:  Reading  the  minutes,  election  of  members, 
reports  of  committees,  general  business. 

Special  Meetings 

Section  5.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  and  shall  be  called  by  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  at  the  written  request  of  not  less  than  six 
members. 

Quorum 

Section  G.  Twenty-five  members  of  the  Club  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  any  business  meeting,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  by  Section  1  of  Article  V  of  the 
Constitution. 

Rules 

Section  7.  The  rules  and  orders  of  Cushing’s  Manual 
shall  govern  the  conduct  of  meetings  when  they  are 
applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with  these  By-Laws. 


ARTICLE  II 

Committees 

Committee  on  Admissions 

Section  1.  The  Committee  on  Admissions  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  ten  members,  of  whom  the  Corresponding 
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Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  three-fifths  of  its  members 
shall  be  Artists. 

Section  2.  Recommendation  of  Candidates. — No  person 
shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Club  unless 
he  shall  have  been  recommended  by  the  Committee  on 
Admissions  on  the  proposal  of  some  member  not 
belonging  to  that  Committee.  This  Committee  shall 
receive  and  consider  all  communications  in  reference  to 
candidates,  and  make  careful  examination  into  their 
qualifications  for  membership.  Two  negative  votes 
shall  prevent  the  recommendation  of  any  candidate  for 
membership.  This  Committee  shall  not  recommend 
any  candidate  for  resident  membership  unless  the 
said  candidate  is  personally  known  to  some  member  of 
the  Committee. 

The  proceedings  of  this  Committee  shall  be  confi¬ 
dential. 

Section  3.  Letters  from  Proposer  and  Seconders. — The 
Committee  on  Admissions  shall  require  letters  as  to 
the  qualifications  of  any  candidate  from  the  proposer 
of  such  candidate,  and  from  one  of  the  seconders  of 
the  same. 

Section  4.  Candidates  for  Membership  Posted. — The 
name  of  every  person  proposed  for  admission,  with 
his  residence  and  occupation,  and  the  name  of  the 
member  proposing  him,  and  also  the  names  of  the  two 
members  seconding  him,  shall  be  handed  to  the  Cor- 
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responding  Secretary  and  be  posted  at  least  one  month 
before  being  acted  upon  by  the  Committee. 

Section  5.  Candidates  for  Artist  Membership. — The 
Committee  on  Admissions  shall  submit  the  names  of 
all  candidates  for  Artist  membership  to  the  Art  Com¬ 
mittee,  who  shall,  if  necessary,  request  that  examples 
of  the  artist’s  work  be  submitted  to  and  passed  by 
them  before  such  candidate’s  name  be  considered  by 
the  Committee  on  Admissions. 

Section  6.  Entrance  Fee. — Each  candidate  for  resident 
membership  shall  pay  an  entrance  fee,  which  shall  be 
one  hundred  dollars  in  the  case  of  lay  members  and 
fifty  dollars  in  the  case  of  Artist  members,  except 
that  a  candidate  for  Artist  membership  may,  at  his 
option,  present  to  the  Club  in  lieu  of  initiation  fee, 
without  restriction  as  to  disposal,  a  picture  or  other 
work  of  art  approved  by  the  Art  Committee  as  of  a 
value  of  at  least  fifty  dollars;  and  each  candidate  for 
non-resident  membership  shall  pay  an  entrance  fee  of 
twenty-five  dollars;  such  payment  to  be  made  in  all 
cases  within  thirty  days  after  notice  in  writing  of  his 
election,  and  in  default  thereof  his  name  shall  not  be 
placed  upon  the  roll  of  members.  Any  candidate  who 
shall  be  elected  and  who  shall  qualify  as  a  non-resident 
member  as  herein  provided  and  who  shall  thereafter 
become  a  resident  member  shall  thereupon  pay  the 
additional  entrance  fee  required  in  the  case  of  a  resident 
member. 
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All  sums  paid  under  this  section  shall  be  separately 
invested  by  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  constitute  a  sink¬ 
ing  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  funded  debt. 

Section  7.  Election  of  Members. — At  every  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Club,  the  Committee  on  Admissions 
shall  report  the  names  of  candidates  recommended 
for  admission,  and  the  Club  shall  proceed  to  vote  by 
ballot  upon  the  names  so  recommended. 

A  ballot  for  the  election  of  a  candidate  may  be  recon¬ 
sidered  with  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  those 
present. 

The  ballots  used  at  the  Club  meetings  shall  have  the 
name,  address,  and  occupation  of  each  candidate  upon 
them. 

Section  8.  Rejection  of  Candidates. — Negative  votes 
amounting  to  one-fifth  of  those  cast  shall  reject  a 
candidate,  but  any  candidate  so  rejected  may  be  again 
proposed  after  a  lapse  of  one  year. 

Finance  Committee 

Section  9.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of 
three  members,  and  shall  be  a  sub-committee  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Club 
shall  be  its  Chairman,  and  its  other  two  members  shall 
be  selected  by  the  Executive  Committee  from  its  own 
members.  It  shall  have  access  to  all  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Club  and  all  expenditures  of  money 
shall  be  made  from  appropriations  made  by  this 
committee,  and  all  other  committees  shall  submit 
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estimates  to  the  Finance  Committee  before  incurring 
obligations. 

Art  Committee 

Section  10.  The  Art  Committee,  consisting  of  five 
Artist  members,  shall  have  control  of  the  art  matters 
of  the  Club,  and  shall  arrange  for  such  exhibitions  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Exhibitions  and  Exhibitors. — Only  the  works  of 
members  who  have  been  elected  as  Artist  members, 
and  are  so  enrolled  on  the  Club  books,  shall  be  ac¬ 
cepted  for  any  of  the  regular  art  exhibitions;  but 
each  Artist  member  who  has  been  admitted  as  an 
Artist  shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  at  any 
regular  exhibition  by  at  least  one  work.  Artist  mem¬ 
bers,  other  than  painters,  shall  not  have  the  right  of 
being  represented  in  the  exhibitions  of  oil  paintings,  un¬ 
less  expressly  authorized  by  the  Art  Committee. 
Associate  Artist  members  may  exhibit  in  any  exhi¬ 
bition,  but  only  through  the  approval  of  the  Art 
Committee. 

No  work  accepted  for  exhibitions  may  be  removed 
from  the  galleries  without  the  written  authority  of 
the  Committee  or  unless  such  removal  be  under  their 
personal  supervision. 

House  Committee 

Section  11.  The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of 
five  members.  It  shall  be  its  duty  (subject  to  the 
control  of  the  Executive  Committee)  to  manage  the 
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Club,  to  regulate  prices,  to  order  purchases,  to  audit 
accounts,  to  receive  and  redress  complaints,  and  to 
appoint  and  dismiss  all  employees. 

It  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  property  of  the  Club,  and 
no  such  property  shall  be  taken  from  the  rooms  of  the 
Club  without  permission  of  the  Committee. 

The  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  examining  the  accounts. 

Entertainment  Committee 

Section  12.  The  Entertainment  Committee  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  six  members.  It  shall  have  charge  of  all  enter¬ 
tainments  and  receptions,  attend  to  invitations,  and 
be  present  to  receive  and  welcome  visitors. 

Visitors  to  Entertainments. — No  visitor  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  entertainments  of  the  Club  except  upon 
presentation  of  a  card  bearing  his  name  and  signed  by  a 
member  of  the  Club.  These  cards  must  be  obtained 
from  the  Entertainment  Committee,  and  each  member 
shall  be  entitled  to  two  cards  only.  No  resident  of 
the  city  shall  be  allowed  more  than  two  entertainments 
during  the  year. 

Library  Committee 

Section  13.  The  Library  Committee  shall  consist  of 
five  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Librarian,  and 
it  shall  have  charge  of  the  books,  prints,  manuscripts, 
and  other  literary  effects  of  the  Club. 

Treasurer  of  the  Library  Committee.  —  The  Library 
Committee  shall  have  a  Treasurer,  elected  by  the  Com- 
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mittee.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  raised  for 
the  specific  use  of  the  Committee,  and  shall  disburse 
them  under  its  direction. 

Committee  of  Curators 

Section  14.  The  Committee  of  Curators  shall  consist 
of  three  members.  It  shall  be  charged,  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  the  Executive  Committee,  with  the 
custody  and  disposition  of  the  art  property  of  the  Club 
and  with  the  control  of  any  special  funds  created  for 
the  purpose  of  adding  to  the  Club’s  art  collections  or 
for  the  furnishing  and  decoration  of  the  Clubhouse. 
At  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  it  shall  submit  to  the 
Executive  Committee  a  complete  inventory  of  the  art 
property  of  the  Club  and  it  shall  report  to  the  Club  at 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

Appointment  of  Committees 

Section  15.  The  members  of  the  Admissions,  Art, 
Curators,  House,  Entertainment,  and  Library  Commit¬ 
tees  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Club. 


Delinquent  Members  of  Committees 

Section  16.  Upon  the  report  of  the  chairman  of  any 
Committee  to  the  Executive  Committee  that  a  member 
of  his  Committee  has  failed  to  attend  three  consecutive 
meetings,  such  delinquent  may  be  removed  and  another 
member  appointed  in  his  place. 
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ARTICLE  III 

Members 

Classes  of  Membership 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  the  Club  shall  be  of 
four  classes:  Resident,  Non-Resident,  Life,  and  Hon¬ 
orary  Members. 

Resident  and  N on-Resident  Members 
Section  2.  Resident  membership  shall  consist  of  three 
classes:  Artist,  Associate  Artist,  and  Lay  Members. 

Non-Resident  membership  shall  consist  of  three 
classes:  Artist,  Associate  Artist,  and  Lay  Members. 

Section  3.  Resident  members  shall  be  those  residing 
within  a  radius  of  thirty  miles  from  the  City  Hall  of  New 
York,  excepting  only  active  officers  of  the  Regular 
Army  and  Navy,  who  shall  be  classed  as  non-resident 
members.  Any  member  having  a  place  of  business  in 
New  York  City  shall  be  classed  as  a  resident  member. 
All  others  shall  be  considered  as  non-resident  members. 
The  resident  membership  shall  be  limited  to  600. 

Life  Members 

Section  4.  A  member  may  become  a  Life  Member 
upon  the  payment  of  five  hundred  dollars,  provided  his 
application  for  life  membership  be  approved  by  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  after  being  posted  in  the 
Clubhouse  for  two  weeks,  and  provided  he  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Club  for  at  least  one  year. 
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Honorary  Members 

Section  5.  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred 
on  any  person  for  whom  the  Club  wishes  to  express  its 
respect.  It  shall  not  involve  the  payment  of  dues. 
Honorary  members  must  receive  a  unanimous  vote  at  a 
regular  meeting,  after  their  names  have  been  posted  at 
least  fourteen  days. 

Leave  of  Absence 

Section  6.  Any  member  desiring  to  be  relieved  from 
active  membership  because  of  absence  from  the  country 
for  one  year  or  more  shall  present  an  application  to  the 
Club,  in  writing,  stating  the  duration  of  such  absence, 
and  the  Executive  Committee  may  grant  his  request. 
He  shall  not  be  subject  to  dues  until  the  time  granted 
has  expired. 


ARTICLE  IV 

Dues  and  Privileges  of  Members 
Dues 

Section  1.  The  annual  dues  of  Resident  Members  shall 
be  forty  dollars,  payable  quarterly  in  advance.  The 
annual  dues  of  Non-Resident  Members  shall  be 
fifteen  dollars,  payable  semi-annually  in  advance. 

Penalty  for  Non-Payment. — When  the  quarterly  or 
semi-annual  dues  of  a  member  shall  remain  unpaid 
for  the  space  of  one  month,  he  shall  be  posted,  and 
notified  that  unless  the  same  be  paid  within  thirty 
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days  his  membership  will  cease;  and  at  the  expiration 
of  the  said  thirty  days,  his  membership  shall  cease, 
subject  to  reinstatement  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Indebtedness 

Section  2.  The  indebtedness  of  members  to  the  Club, 
other  than  for  annual  dues,  shall  be  payable  on  the  first 
day  of  the  month  after  it  is  contracted,  on  which  day,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  convenient,  a  bill  therefor 
shall  be  rendered  to  the  member. 

Suspension  of  Delinquents. — If  such  account  be  not 
paid  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  same  month, 
and  the  same  shall  amount  to  five  dollars  or  over,  the 
House  Committee  shall  notify  the  delinquent  member 
in  writing  that  his  name  and  the  amount  of  his  indebted¬ 
ness  will  be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  of  the  Club 
if  his  indebtedness  remains  unpaid  at  the  end  of  ten 
days  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  at  the  expiration  of 
which  time  such  posting  shall  be  made  by  the  House 
Committee;  and  thereafter  and  until  such  indebted¬ 
ness  shall  be  paid  in  full,  such  delinquent  member  shall 
be  refused  further  credit  or  supplies,  and  the  House 
Committee  may  report  the  circumstances  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee,  who  may,  in  their  discretion,  suspend 
the  delinquent  member,  or  request  him  to  resign.  Upon 
special  application  made  by  any  delinquent  member, 
showing  good  cause  therefor,  the  House  Committee  or 
its  Chairman  may  extend  the  time  for  payment  of  any 
such  account  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon, 
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and  may  meanwhile  omit  the  posting  and  suspension  of 
credit;  but  any  such  action  shall  be  reported  to  and  shall 
be  subject  to  review  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Credit  of  Members 

Section  3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  full 
power  to  withhold  credit  from  any  member  at  any 
time,  and  to  extend  the  credit  of  any  member  at  any 
time. 

Receipt  and  Deposit  of  Funds 

Section  4.  All  sums  due  the  Club  shall  be  paid  at  the 
office  of  the  Club;  and  all  sums  received  shall  be  de¬ 
posited  to  the  credit  of  the  Salmagundi  Club,  subject 
to  the  order  of  the  Treasurer. 

Payment  of  Dues 

Section  5.  The  Club  year  shall  commence  October 
first.  The  annual  resident  dues  shall  be  payable  quar¬ 
terly  in  advance  on  October  first,  January  first,  April 
first,  and  July  first.  The  non-resident  dues  shall  be 
payable  semi-annually  in  advance  on  October  first 
and  April  first.  Members  elected  prior  to  any  of  the 
above  dates  shall  be  liable  for  pro-rata  dues  up  to  such 
dates. 

Resignation  of  Members. — A  resident  member  desir¬ 
ing  to  withdraw  from  the  Club  must  signify  his  inten¬ 
tion  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  before  the  first 
day  of  October,  January,  April  or  July,  and  a  non¬ 
resident  member  before  October  first  or  April  first, 
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otherwise  he  shall  be  liable  for  his  quarterly  or  semi¬ 
annual  dues  for  the  succeeding  period. 

Reinstatement  of  Members 

Section  6. — Members  dropped  from  the  roll  cannot 
be  reinstated,  but  must  be  again  elected  in  the  usual 
manner;  but  a  member  who  has  resigned  may  be  rein¬ 
stated  by  the  Executive  Committee  without  payment 
of  the  entrance  fee,  the  name  having  been  posted  on 
the  bulletin  board  for  thirty  days  before  being  acted 
upon  by  the  Committee. 

Visitors 

Section  7.  A  member  may  extend  the  privileges  of  the 
Club  to  a  resident  of  the  city  for  one  day;  but  such 
visitor  shall  not  be  again  introduced  by  any  member 
for  three  months. 

At  the  request  of  a  member,  one  of  the  Executive 
Committee  may  issue  to  any  one  not  residing  within 
fifty  miles  of  the  City  of  New  York  a  card  of  invitation 
entitling  him  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club  for  two 
weeks;  but  such  invitation  shall  not  be  renewed  until 
the  expiration  of  three  months. 

A  member  who  introduces  a  visitor  in  the  Club  shall 
obtain  a  card  of  invitation  for  him,  record  his  name  and 
residence  in  the  visitors’  book,  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  any  indebtedness  incurred  by  him. 

The  Executive  Committee  may  invite  any  stranger 
of  distinction  to  the  use  of  the  privileges  of  the  Club, 
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and  may,  for  cause,  cancel  and  revoke  any  invitation 
given  by  themselves  or  by  a  member. 

Visitors  shall  not  have  the  privilege  of  introducing 
guests. 

List  of  Members 

Section  8.  There  shall  be  kept  in  a  conspicuous  place 
a  full  list  of  the  members  of  this  Club,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  see  that  new 
members  are  entered  on  said  list  immediately  after 
qualifying,  and  that  the  names  of  members  resigning 
or  dropped  from  the  Club  are  removed.  Upon  such 
a  list  a  star  or  other  designation  shall  be  prefixed  to 
the  names  of  Artist  members. 

Member  s'  Exhibitions 

Section  9.  Any  member  wishing  to  give  an  exhibition 
of  his  work  in  the  Club  Gallery  must  first  obtain  per¬ 
mission  of  the  Art  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 


ARTICLE  V 
Discipline 

Expulsion  of  Members 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  may,  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  all  its  members,  after  service  of  charges 
and  notice  of  hearing  as  provided  in  the  next  Section, 
and  after  affording  the  member  an  opportunity  to  be 
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heard,  expel  or  suspend  any  member  charged  with 
conduct  which  may  endanger  the  interest,  welfare,  or 
character  of  the  Club. 

Charges  Against  Members 

Section  2.  All  charges  against  members  must  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Executive  Committee  in  writing  by  the 
House  Committee,  to  whom  all  complaints  must  first 
be  made,  and  a  copy  of  such  charges,  with  specifica¬ 
tions,  together  with  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
the  hearing  of  such  charges,  must  be  presented  to  the 
offending  member  by  the  House  Committee  two  weeks 
before  action  is  taken  in  the  case  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  except  as  provided  in  Section  5  of  this 
Article. 

Appeals. — Upon  the  request,  in  writing,  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  by  any  person  who  has  been 
expelled  from  membership,  accompanied  by  a  demand 
signed  by  five  members,  the  President  shall  call  a 
meeting  of  the  Club  to  hear  any  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  such  meet¬ 
ing  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  may  be 
modified  or  annulled  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present. 

Disorderly  Conduct 

Section  3.  All  loud,  boisterous,  profane,  or  vulgar 
conversation  or  any  conduct  tending  to  disturb  the 
peace  or  good  order  of  the  Club,  shall  be  deemed  to 
come  within  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law,  and  shall 
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subject  the  offending  member  to  the  penalties  herein 
provided.  Upon  complaint  of  any  member  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  House  Committee,  after  due  con¬ 
sideration,  to  send  a  copy  of  this  By-Law  to  members 
whose  conduct  may  have  come  within  its  scope. 

Gambling 

Section  4.  Betting  or  gambling  in  the  Clubhouse  is 
strictly  prohibited. 

Suspension  of  Members 

Section  5.  During  the  months  of  June,  July,  August, 
September,  and  October,  the  House  Committee  shall 
have  the  power,  with  the  approval  of  any  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  who  may  be  accessible,  to 
suspend  members  for  non-payment  of  house  accounts 
or  infringement  of  By-Laws. 


ARTICLE  VI 
Amendments 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  those  present  at  any  regular  meeting;  such  pro¬ 
posed  amendment  having  been  offered  at  a  previous 
meeting,  and  having  been  posted  for  at  least  one  month. 
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Membership 

Newly  elected  candidates  are  not  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Club  until  they  have  qualified  by 
paying  the  initiation  fee  and  dues. 

Reinstated  members  are  not  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of  the  Club  until  they  have  paid  the  dues. 

Members  in  Arrears 

Members  posted  for  arrears  of  either  dues  or  house 
accounts  shall  be  denied  further  supplies,  and  no 
member  who  is  suspended  may  be  entertained  in  any 
manner  in  the  Club  by  any  other  member. 

Hours 

The  Club  House  is  open  on  week  days  between  the 
hours  of  8  a. m.  and  1  a.m.;  on  Sundays  and  holidays, 
between  the  hours  of  9  a.m.  and  midnight. 

On  week  days  breakfast  will  be  served  between  the 
hours  of  8  and  9:30  a.m.;  luncheon,  between  the  hours 
of  12  m.  and  2  p.m.;  dinner,  between  the  hours  of  6 
and  8  p.m. 

Service 

On  account  of  the  limited  seating  capacity  of  the 
dining  room  it  is  impossible  to  reserve  tables. 

Members  wishing  to  keep  their  billiard  cues  under 
separate  lock  may  do  so  upon  payment  of  $1.00  per 
year. 
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Minors 

The  hospitality  of  the  Club  may  not  be  extended  to 
persons  under  18  years  of  age. 

Gratuities  and  Tips 

No  member  or  visitor  shall  be  allowed  to  give  any 
money  or  gratuity  to  any  servant  or  employee  of  the 
Club. 

Library 

No  book  or  papers  may  be  removed  from  the  library 
except  by  special  arrangement  with  the  Library 
Committee. 

Private  Dinners 

Indebtedness  for  private  dinners  or  luncheons  must 
be  paid  promptly  after  presentation  of  bills. 

Gambling 

Betting  or  gambling  in  the  Club  is  prohibited  and 
no  one  not  a  member  of  the  Club  may  engage  in  any 
game  of  cards. 

Complaints 

All  complaints  must  be  addressed  to  the  House  Com¬ 
mittee  in  writing,  but  special  criticism  of  service  may 
be  made  to  the  Superintendent.
